There is 
no need for fresh consideration of the claims that have 
been formerly settled . Any revision of the settled seniority 
of more than three years is illegal as per the orders of 
Supreme Court of India , which was elucidated in the 
Cir .Memo. 57759 /Ser. A / 2004 - 1 dated :20 - 05 - 2004 of 
General Administration Department that no request for 
seniority for a period which is more than 3 years old shall 
be considered . 


As per clarification at 14 ( c ) of the said memo , if an 
Employee is promoted to a post earmarked for direct 
recruitment; his promotion shall not be commenced 
from the date of his appointment into the slot 
earmarked for direct recruitee but shall be reckoned 
only from the date on which he could have occupied 
the vacancy meant for promotees . 


8 . Further, the Hon ble Supreme Court of India have 
delivered number judgments for determination of 
seniority between the promotees and direct recruitees. 
The following are observations of Hon ble Supreme 
Court of India in its very recent order dated 18 - 02 - 2011 
in the case of Pawan Pratap Singh & Ors. v. Reevan 
Singh & Ors. 


4 . According to Rule 8 ( 1) of A .P . Secretariat Service 
Rules , “ in case no direct recruits are available at the time 
a vacancy has occurred , it has to be presumed that the 
two ( 2 ) vacancies meant for direct recruits will have to 
be carried forward by filling the remaining six (6 ) 
vacancies by transferees and promotees respectively” . 
According to Rule 16 (a ) of A . P . State and Sub 
ordinate Service Rules, 1996 “ A person appointed in 
accordance with the rules, otherwise than under Rule 10 , 
by direct recruitment shall commence his 
probation from the date of his joining the duty or from 
such other date as may be specified by the appointing 
authority ” . 


“ A two - Judge Bench of this Court in Jagdish Ch . 
Patnaik , while construing the word “ recruited 
occurring in Orissa Service of Engineers Rules, 1941 , 
held that a direct recruit is recruited when formal 
appointment order is issued and not when recruitment 
process is initiated . This is what this Court said : 


5 . According to Rule 33 (a ) of A . P. State and Subordinate 
Service Rules, 1996 “ the seniority of a person in a service, 
class, category or grade shall, unless he has been reduced 
to a lower rank as punishment,be determined by the date 
of his first appointment to such service, class, category 
or grade ” . 
6 . The Government, keeping in view several pronoun 
cements of the Apex court clarified that the Quota /Rota , 
if any prescribed in the said Special Rules/ ad -hoc Rules 
shall apply only for determining the number of vacancies 
earmarked for recruitmentby promotion and appointment 
by transfer and for direct recruitment and not for 
determining their inter - se seniority . Their inter- se 
seniority shall be determined in accordance with General 
Rule 33 (a ) and (b ) of the A .P. State and Subordinate 
Service Rules vide G .

“ The only other contention which requires 
consideration is the one raised by Mr Raju 
Ramachandran , learned Senior Counsel appearing for 
the intervenors , to the effect that the expressions 
" recruitment” and “ appointment have two different 
concepts in the service jurisprudence and , therefore , 
when Rule 26 uses the expression “ recruited” it must 
be a stage earlier to the issuance of appointment letter 
and logically should mean when the selection process 
started and that appears to be the intendment of the 
rule -makers in Rule 26 . We are, however , not 
persuaded to accept this contention since under the 
scheme of Rules a person can be said to be recruited 
into service only on being appointed to the rank of 
Assistant Engineer, as would appear from Rule 5 and 
Rule 6 . Then again in case of direct recruits though
